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In the early 19" century, young Chinese men from Fujian district, 
China, decided to leave their poor homeland and set out on a lengthy 
journey at sea in the hopes of finding the promised land. While most lost 
their lives, some made it to Junkseilon, or Phuket as it's known today. 
Having started the tin mining business, the Hokkien people thrived and 
became married to the locals. People of mixed Thai and Chinese heritage 
are referred to as "Baba".
